school room is in a sanitary condi­ 
tion. The school board should see that 
the heating, lighting and ventilating 
systems are satisfactory, and that the 
water supply is pure. 
The parent owes it to the child to 
determine the cause for any unsat­ 
isfactory progress in its studies dur­ 
ing the past year. They should close­ 
ly observe the child and see if it has 
difficulty in breathing through the 
nose, or if there is a chronic nasal 
discharge, 
frequent 
sore 
throats, 
stuffy speech, earache, partial deaf­ 
ness in one or 
both ears, 
pale 
or 
anaemic stunted growth, red eyes or 
frequent headache. 
Should 
any 
of 
these conditions be found take the 
child to your doctor for an examina­ 
tion of the eyes, 
ears, 
nose 
and 
throat. You will frequently find that 
the child has adenoids, defective hear­ 
ing or impaired vision. 
These 
are 
eas ytcflcorrect and w’hen accomplish­ 
ed you will have made it possible for 
the child to become normal. It will 
experience no more trouble in keep­ 
ing up with its class than other chil­ 
dren. A teacher can take set of Snell­ 
ing^ test type and find nearly every 
child in their school room that has 
defective vision; with 
an 
ordinary 
sounding watch they can detect ev­ 
ery child that has impaired hearing. 
They can also detect neglected teeth 
by inspecting the teeth of each child, 
noting the lack of care on the part of 
the child. All these things can be 
done for the pupil without regular 
medical inspection. 


A remedy that the doctor is not 
afraid to use on himself is one the 
laymen need not be afraid of.
